Many steam- 
ers overdue are probably caught in the 
storm. The water has risen within two 
feet of the bargy oflico pier at the Bat- 
tery. The tug Underwriter was sunk 
while entering the slip. All hands were 
saved.

pointed tho hope eo earnestly enter- 
tained in this community that it wouM 
result in lifting the dark cloud of 
mys- 


tery which shrouds this nwful deed, nnd 
leave no doubt in the public mind re- 
ganlinp it. 
Some of the new and dam- 


jipiiiK evidence introduced in this trial 
has served to create new com plica tione 
and arouse fresh suspicions in the pub- 
lic mind, but it was not sutlicient to 
convince all of the twelve Jurymen of the 
defendant's guilt. It hue left the case 
in R shape which ie satisfactory to no 
one, ;«-hatevcr his opinion may be re- 
garding the guilt or innocence of the 
accused. 


The question as to whether the case 


shall be further prosecuted now becomes 


• a matter for serious consideration. It 


is not a question which should be de- 
cided hastily, nor is it a matter to be 
determined by the passions and preju- 
dice of partisans on either side. Neither 
has the peace of mind ol political fac- 
tions anything to do with the question 
It is a "subject fur careful and unpre- 
judiced judicial investigation with refer- 
to tbe probability of conviction 
in n 


new trial, and with a reasonable con- 
sideration of the cost to the people o 
the county. It is stated by the Dis 
trict Attorney Unit iw.v evidence u 
importance has been discovered since 
the case was submitted. Time should 
be taken to investigate any new 
evi- 


dence obtained or clews which prom- 
ise-to throw light on the case, before 
decidinp upon the question of rv trial or 
dumiasal. If, in the >ij;hl of past ex- 
perience, it fihould then appear that a 
conviction 
is improbable, the case 


should bo dismissed; if, on the oth er 
baud, it ie believed that A conviction 
can be secured by it new trinl, there is 
but one course to be pursued.

CONSPIRING AGAINST SILVER. 


In hie circular of March 7th, Heiiry 


Clcwfi, the New York banker, lias the 
following to Bay in rc^ftul to n new 
financial echeuie, which ib of more than 
ordinnry interest from the fact that it 
cornea from a source thai is able to 
spunk authoritatively in regard to the 
plans uutl intc'iitiona of the administra- 
tion : 


There can be no doubt that, in the 


west, south nnd Roulhwcst, the feeling 
in favor of increased iasuos in silver is 
gaining ground rather than abntiui;, an J 
unleaa eomethini! is tlone lo nullify the 
feeling it may later on assume more 
threatening dimensions. Among two- 
thirds ol this inflationist clues, 
how- 


ever, tho demand means more money 
rather than more silver. They are nek- 
ing for more silver, because in deinand- 
ing that pxprefisly they have the influ- 
ential backing of the mining interest 
proper, 
lint nt tbe eatue time they 


would be equally willinu to accept Kome 
other form ot currency instead, provid- 
ing it were placed within their reach. 
It ia therefore of the utmost importance 
that congress fhould, during the pres- 
ent cession, piles a bill nuthoming is- 
sues of bank currency upon a basis of 
guarantee which, white absolutely EC- 
cuie, would y«L nut be uiturestiivu ur 
prohibitory of issues, capable of expan- 
sion according to the requirements of 
business, and avnilable to the state 
banks on the same lerniB as to the na- 
tional. Such a plan is now ready for 
introduction to the bouse, und there i« 
a probability of iu being not only 
sup- 


ported by ]>ftrly lenders but also favored 
by the administration. The passage of 
such a measure, though not at the 
moment needi-d 
for currency neces- 


sities, would yet have the effect of 
get- 


ting tlie constantly disturbing money 
question out of the way, And—which is 
even still more important—aleo of de- 
priving the silver agitators of two-thirde 
of their present support, and iinally ol 
removing this dangerous issue from the 
field of politics. 


In other words it is proposed to 
per- 


manently destroy silver coinage by a 
law permitting an increased issue o 
currency by tlie banks, on a basis, 
evi- 


dently, of an enlarged bonded indebted 
ness, judging from the utterances of the 
President in his late message on that 
subject. Tills is a remarkable course to 
be taken by a party which professed a 
deep sympathy for the interests of sil- 
ver in its nation ill platform, but it will 
be in accord with tbe conduct of the ad- 
ministration and its attitude at the 
present time. That such action is con- 
templated is made probable by the fac 
that tbe Qrat announcement regarding 
it and favorable consideration thereo 
comes from Wall Street, the source o 
all tbe financial wisdom known to Fresi 
dent Cleveland.

Thc second trial of Kiehurd S. Heath 
nine to a elose at U.18 a.m. yesterday, 
when thy jury announced that tliey 
stood 10 to 2, as at first, and that there 
was no hope for agreement, mid were dis- 
charged. 


AVhcn the court opened at 9 o'clock 


Heath was brought into court. His 
mother and sister, Roberta, his brother 
Will, and some friends of the family 
were seated beside the prisone-. Mark 
Walser appeared for the prosecution 
and W. D Tapper and A. C. Williams 
for the defense. 
The court then ordered the jury 


brought in, und after the roll had been 
called Judge Webb naked them if they 
had agreed uponaverdiet, and Foreman 
Brattttn said they hud not. 
JudiieWebb then asked if there was 


any possibility of their reaching a ver- 
dict. Tho foreman said there was not; 
that they still (stood 10 to 2, which iiad 
been the situation since the third ballot 
on Saturday. 


Judge Webb aeked an expression from 


other jurors. Juror D. N. Wilson arose 
and said that there seemed no possible 
chance for a verdict. Judge Hogue stated 
that taking the balloting of the past as 
a criterion that he did not think that 
there would be any change if they were 
kept together for a month. 


The court then consulted the attor- 


neys, and Mr. Walser Bald that he did 
not think anything was to be gained by 
keeping tho-jury together. Mr. Tup per, 
for the defense, stated that lie enter- 
tained a like opinion and would consent 
that the jury bo discharged and the 
court eo ordered. They bad been kept 
together after the case was submitted to 


i exactly 88 hours, and iu dismiss- 


ing them Judge Webb expressed to 
them for Judge Shaw his thanks for the
